Nationality of the Aland Islands 

PARIS, France (Monday) —(French 
Wireless Service)—The Swedish Gov- 
ernment has sent the Peace Confer- 
ence a note asking that a plebiscite 
be taken as soon as possibile to deter- 
mine the nationality of the Aland 
Islands. lying between Sweden and 
Finland at the entrance to the Gulf 
of Bothnia.

PARIS, France—The prototype of all 
Paris fairs was without doubt the fair 
of St. Germain, which, in the six- 
seventeenth, and eighteenth 


pleasure center of Paris. 

This fair was dependent on the Ab- 
bey of St. Germain des Prés, and con- 
sisted of spacious covered 
whieh protected customers and mer- 
chants from all caprices of the 
weather 

Im 1486, in the reign of Louis XI, 
the monks to whom the ground and the 
privilege the fair belonged, built 
5240 stalls which were leased to dif- 
ferent merchants. At first it Was 
opened for only one week annually, 
but in 1630 it lasted for six weeks, 
from Feb. 3° to Palm Sunday; the 
period was often extended by special 
order of the King. At that time of 
the vear the court used to be in Paris, 
and the Kine of France deigned to fre- 
quent this fair, which was filled by 
a heterogeneous crowd which came 
trom all quarters of Paris, and blocked 
the narrow, muddy paths between the 
booths. Irresistible cavaliers, charm- 
ing rouged and powdered beauties 
soldiers wielding their long rapiers in 
most provocative fashion, pages

In the daytime the fair was fre- 
quented by simple people, but once 
night had fallen it 
fashionable rendezvous of 
The King often condescended to ap- 
pear there in person, after the opera 
or comedy, followed bv his brilliant 
retinue of courtiers. Henry III and 
his Queen even took such pleasure 
in the different attractions of the fair, 


that they frequented it regularly every | 


night in 1608, whilst the dauphin was 
allowed to visit it three times in 1609 
and amused himself right royally: 

In 1411, however, after the assassi- 
nation ‘of Henry IV, the fair of St. 
Germain was prohibited,-but a second 
fair was opened in the Tuileries Gar- 
dens in order that"the merchants who 
had come from Flanders and Germany 
should not have made their journey 
in vain. In the seventeenth century 
the fair was the scene of many riots, 
fizhts, and conspiracies. In 1587, says 
l"Estoile in his amusing memoirs, the 
Duke of Mayenne and the Duchess of 
Montpensier had formed the plan of 
kKidnaping the King Whilst he took 
evening walk at the fair, after 
havinz dined at the Abbey St. Ger- 
main; he was, however, warned in 
time and sent in his stead the Duke 
of Epernon, who was badlv maltreated. 

In the eighteenth century the at- 
mosphere of the fair had not changed 
much. $n 1721, Barbier describes in 
his jousgnal a terrible fight which took 
between the pages of the King 
courtiers. with those of the 
ambassadors, and lasted no 
three days. Neither Louis 
XIV nor Louis XV seem to have fre- 
quented the fair, which, however, con- 
tinued to be the favorite haunt of-the 
leading nobles of the realm. 


Notable as a Market 
Apart from its amusements it was 
redily one of the greatest markets of 
all kinds of wares were sold 
and merehants brought their 
from the most remote towns of 
‘rance.

Foire aux Jambons 

whieh is held annually 
at the Boulevard Richard Lenoir on 
the Tuesday before Easter. It no 
doubt originated in the tribute of pork 
flesh which was made on certain speci- 
fied occasions to the clergy of Paris. 
The Foire aux Jambons, which was the 
property of the Archbishopric of Paris, 
used to be held in the Middle Ages on 
the parvis of Notre Dame. From there 


the Seine, to the Quai des Augustins, 
and later to the Place Bourbon, from 
whence it was transported to its ac- 
tual site. 


Regularity of the Fairs 

The fairs of Paris succeed each 
other continually and with clock- 
work regularity. Each fortnight they 
shift from one quarter of the city to 
another. During the years which im- 
mediately preceded the war their as- 
pect had greatly changed. Thefts dif- 
ferent establishments and attractions 
represent a weight of over 3000 tons, 
the transport of which necessitates 
about 2000 horses. The mountebanks

as 300,000 francs.

ST. LAWRENCE TRAFFIC 
Special to The Christia 
from its Canadian 
KINGSTON, Ontario—The old _ ex- 
cursion traffic-on the upper St. Law- 
rence and between the border ports of 
Lake Ontario is a thing of the past, 
marine men declare. Uptosix or seven 
years azo there was a big excursion 
trade from northern New York state 
ports on Canadian steamers which plied 
from Charlotte across Lake Ontario 
to Bay of Quinte points, thence to 
Kingston and down among the Thosa- 
sand Islands,.with Alexandria Bay, 
New York, as the eastern terminal. 
This trade gradually dwindled owing 
to automobile traffic: and the old 
Steamere went out of commission 
several vearsazo. For the same reason 
the excursion traffic between Kingston 
and the Thousand Island ports de- 
clined. The Rideau trip from Kings- 
ton to Ottawa. Canada’s capital, is no 
longer made. This was a trip taken 
very largely by tourists from al! parts 
of the United States. No vessel now 
runs down the American side from 
Charlotte to Clayton and the Thousand 
Islands when several used profitably 
to ply that route in former days of 
excursion traffic The steamers 
Kingston and Toronto alone serve 
Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence be- 
tween Toronto and Ogdensburg, New 
York, whereas 19 years ago there were 
a score of steamers regularly plying 
that route.

(ther districts more to the south are agitating the sub- 
ject, and if the money now available or on the way 1s 
effectively used, there will be, before many vears, a fairly 
complete system of good highwavs from the northern 
edge of Louisiana down through the central and eastern 
section to the neighborhood ot New ()rleans 

New Orleans, however, 1s on the lett, or east, 
of the great river, whereas those parts of the State where 
the highway system is being most extensively developed 
the west bank. It is not strange, therefore, that 
being heard of the eminent desirability 
of a pew. bridge. Other bridges there are 
\lississippt, but most of them are in the northern part 
of the country, where the river is generally narrower and 
the demand broader. There are no fewer than eight 
bridges above St, Louts, but between that citv and the 
mouth of the river not one, except at Alemphis, in 

Near the St. Lows bridge the Alississippt 
3500 feet broad, while at New Orleans it ts 
within considerably less’ space. ‘The current, 
however, averages a rapidity equal to about sixty-five 
miles per dav at the Crescent City, and the building of 
a bridge would be a considerable undertaking, particu- 
larly since the rise and fall of the stream covers some- 
thing over fiity feet, 

lor the present, the city itself appears to be showing 
no marked interest in the bridge proposal, Probably it 
its urban growth had directed itself taward the farther 
bank, the demand for some more intimate connection 
than that afforded by the ferry system would have taken 
definite torm before now. The growth of New Orleans, 
however, has been along its own side of the river, and 
away from it toward Lake Pontchartrain, where there 
is. still ample room for industrial and residential ex- 
pansion. ‘Thus the bridge demand 1s apparently being 
pressed from the trans-river communities, seeking access 
to New Orleans. As the improvement of the high- 
wavs promises to make the use of automobiles steacilv 
more practical, the people of these districts look forward 
to some arrangement for getting straight into New 
Orleans without a delay at the river barrier. As the 
Lafayette Gazette puts it: 
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South Louisiana is dragging herself to the front door 
of New Orleans by the widespread movement of good roads 
building, which is going to make motoring to the city a 
pleasure instead of a monumental feat. as now; but traffic 
will never attain the volume it should until that. bridge 
is built. 


New Orleans, as a rule, has not been slow to take 
up such questions as this, or to work out any plan that 
would make the city of greater value and service to.the 
district of which it 1s the natural center of trade and 
industry. Though the demand tor a bridge mav_ he 
somewhat local, as the matter now sfands, the argument 
of the expanding system of highways seems likely to 
gain increasing force as time gees on. With it will be 
placed the need of closer railroad connection with Texas 
and the Pacific southwest, to which the Mississippi River 
has always added a difficulty not encountered in railroad 
connections north and_east. l:ven rail connection to 
local points down river from New Orleans would be 
henetited if a bridge should be provided, since 
the river rail line is on the west side. It seems reason- 
able, therefore, to expect that in due time New Orleans 
will deal with this question as she has so well dealt with 
others affeeting her status as a* great business center. 
The city that has met the needs of her cotton growers 
by perfecting a dock and storage system of such care- 
fully studied. detail that a particular bale out of thou- 
sands of cotton balés in storage can be identified on 
demand and produced witholit delay, and to whose 
docks, a hundred miles from the river's mouth, come 
ocean steamers from the principal ports of the world, 
will not-be unheeding to the need for overland entrance 
from ‘the west...

Notes and Comments 


Prorarn.y feeling that now is a good time to bring a 
national svmbol up to date, the Canadian Government is 
considering the adoption of a new coatot arms, A com- 
mittee has been appointed to pass judgment on the de- 
signs that mav be submitted, and a good deal of study 
is (doubtless going forward to create one which will even- 
tually meet the approval of the English College of Her- 
ald and the final authorization of a royal warrant 
declaring it the official arms of Canada. The present 
coat of arms was adopted in 1858, and includes the four 
provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, and New 
Brunswick. To these provinces the new coat of arms 
must add Prince [edward Island, British Columbia,,Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta; so the forthcoming 
design will provide something of a problem for the de- 
signer whose solution of it must be approved by the earl 
marshal, three kings-at-arms, six heralds, and three pur- 
suivants, who make up the C ollege of Heralds. 


AMONG the ac cumulating accounts of incidents of the 
war comes one that set the observers laughing as they 
plunged into battle. It occurred on the Somme, when the 
troops going into action met a company of the “Bantams,” 
so called, coming back with frrisoners from the front. 
The “Bantams” were a picked division; chosen not for 
their size but for their lack of little men under the 
regulation five feet one inch of the British standard for 
recruits, who had been rejected | by the recruiting agents 
hut had volunteered for service and been organized into 
a division of their own. The prisoners thev had can- 
tured had been taken from the Prussian Guards, com 
posed of exceptions uly big men whose minimum height of 
six feet made them look like -downcast giants as they 
marched in with the “bantams.” The contrast made a 
humorous war picture that reminds one of the American 
Negro private who captured a German major, and deco- 
rated his own cheerful countenance with the major’s 
monocle as he escorted his disgusted captive to the rear. 


Unit the idea was suggested by the news that air- 
men were about to prove that it could be done, probably 
few persons had ever thought of the necessity that might 
arise in the air for changing passengers or cargo from 
one aeroplane to another. But even with this amazingly 
rapid machine, time would be saved on long distance 
flights if mail, for example, could be transferred from 
one plane to another without the need of landing and 
making a fresh start; and this change would repeat, in 
the case of the:aeroplane, the early methods of mail trans- 
portation in which the rider at the end of one relay leaped 
from his horse to a fresh mount that was held waiting 
for him. That the aviator must be able to climb all over 
his machine and make repairs without coming to earth is 
another astonishing thing to hear of, although, simply as 
a desperate “stunt” in mid-air, it is not so surprising to 
learn that aviators have already leaped from one machine 
to another, : 
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THE passage by the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives of the suffrage constitutional amendment has 
reminded somebody of a bit of history which, oddly, 
seems to have been overlooked in previous discussion of 
this much-studied question, _ Abraham Lincoln, it ap- 
pears, spoke tor feminine suffrage several years betore the 
first woman suffrage convention in the United States was 
held at Seneca Falls, New York. ‘The convention-met in 
July, 1848. In 1836 Lincoln was a candidate for the 
[inois House of Representatives, and declared in his 
plattorm, “I go for all sharing the privileges of govern- 
ment who assist in bearing its burdens.. Consequently 4 
go for admitting all whites to the right of. suffrage who 
pay taxes or bear arms, by no means excluding females.”’ 
Lincoln thus declared himself a pioneer In the movement 
which now virtually achieves tts end in the action of the 

national Legislature. 
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SPEECH, asa critic of the conversational sounds now- 
adays heard in New York implies, probably changes 
poeta from age to age. A citizen of the twentieth 
century, he could possibly visit Elizabethan London, 
would very lhkely hear people speaking , not the blank 
verse of Shakespeare, but something much nearer it than 
he would hear at the present time. One marked differ- 
ence between average speech in the United States and it 
l‘rance or [:england, however, follows from the fact that 
the United States has no definite standard of enunciation 
and usage, practiced by preachers, public speakers, and 
actors, who thus set an example that people generally 
more or less follow. The latest critic touches on this 
condition, as others have done before him: but so far 
nobody has managed to impress the American pudlic with 
the idea that one kind of speech is better than another. 
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
